Concerning  Belgium  there  is  nothing  to  add  to  pre¬ 
vious  aceonnis.  Its  rrown  is  still  under  considera¬ 
tion  by  Prince  Leopold,  who  appears  to  prefer  the 
life  of  a  Prince  in  England,  with  fifty  thousand  pounds 
sterling  per  annum,  to  the  insecure  and  care-frought 
honors  of  a  Grecian  or  a  Belgian  throne. 

Prince  Carignan  had  quietly,  and  without  opposi¬ 
tion,  succeeded  to  the  throne  of  Sardinia,  vacant  by 
the  death  of  the  late  king,  Charles  B’elix. 

The  Paris  Messager  des  Chambres  of  5th  May,  con¬ 
tradicts,  on  tlie  authority  of  the  Moniteur,  the  warlike 
construction  put  upon  certain  movements  of  the  Aus¬ 
trian  army  in  Italy,  and  the  consequent  march  of 
French  troops. 

The  elections  in  England  go  on  triumphantly  for 
Reform.  Out  of  three  hundred  and  eighty  members 
returned,  there  had  been  an  actual  gain  to  the  cause 
of  reform  of  eighty.  Liverpool  had  rejected  Gen. 
Gascoyne,  who  nas  been  one  of  its  representatives 
for  almost  half  a  century,  we  believe !  Mr.  Ewart 
and  Mr.  Denison  are  elected.  The  Lord  Advocate 
Mr.  Jeffrey,  failed  in  Edinburgh,  which  is  a  close 
vote  of  the  Guilds  or  Coporations,  thirty-three  in  all, 
Mr.  Dundas  had  17;  Mr.  Jeffrey  14;  scattering  2, 
Some  riotous  proceedings  ensued,  which  Mr.  Jeffrey 
took  the  greatest  pains  to  suppress, — informing  the 
mob,  which  he  harangued,  that  he  had  taken  it  upon  ] 
himself  to  countermand  the  military  force  that  was 
called  out,  and  therefore  relied  upon  the  citizens  not 
to  create  disturbances.  It  needed,  however,  all  the 
civic  force  to  dispel  the  rioters. 

Revolution  has  extended  to  Greece  too,  and  Capo 
D’lstrias  has  been  obliged  to  abdicate  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Marco  Michali  hc.d  been  placed  at  the  head 
of  a  temporary  Council  of  government. 

In  France,  all  was  quiet. 

Sardinia. — Charles  Felix,  King  of  Sardinia,  de¬ 
parted  this  life,  at  Turin,  on  the  10th  inst.  (April.) 
On  the  previous  evening  ten  superior  officers  were 
arrested,  by  order  of  the  Prince  Carignano,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  the  discovery  of  a  plot  to  place  the  Duke 
of  Modena  on  the  throne. 

Egtpt. — Private  letters  from  Alexandria  in  Egypt 
state  that  Mahomet  Ali  continues  to  carry  on  with  his 
accustomed  firmness  and  activity  his  plans  for  regen¬ 
erating  the  interior  of  his  government,  and  the  execu¬ 
tion  of  his  prospects  of  ambition  and  aggrandizement. 
Not  content  with  inducing  the  Porte  to  grant  him  the 
addition  of  the  island  of  Crete,  he  now  turns  his  eyes 
to  Syria.  If  the  reports  which  are  openly  and  widely 
spread  arc  to  be  believed,  an  Egyptian  army  will 
Biiurtiy  mnivh  into  that  country,  under  pretence  of 
putting  sic  end  continual  rdrs^ons  of  which  it 
IS  the  theatre.  From  thence  the  Pacha  will  move  on 
to  Bagdad  in  order  to  avenge  the  death  of  the  Sultan’s 
envoy.  As  an  indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  these 
expeditious,  the  Divan  will  conscot  to  grant  him  the 
government  of  the  whole  of  Syria.  May  we  not,  with 
other  well  informed  persons,  believe  that  the  Porte,  by 
thus  largely  extending  the  dominion  of  thp  Viceroy, 
is  desirous  of  weakening  bis  real  power  Time  alone 
can  solve  the  question. 

Latest  from  Rio  Janeiro. — Rio  Janeiro  papers 
of  the  14th  of  April,  contain  official  accounts  of  the 
abdication  of  Don  Pedro  in  favor  of  his  sod,  and  the 
appointment  of  a  Regency  over  the  young  Monarch 
— consisting  of  the  Marquis  de  Caravellas,  Francisco 
de  Lima  e  Silvia,  Nicolao  Pereira  de  Gampos  Vergu- 
eiro. 


Insurrection  in  St.  Jaoo  de  Cuba. —  A  letter, 
dated  Matanzas,  the  15th  Mhy,  states,  that  the  inland 
mail  bad  that  day  arrived  at  Matanzas,  bringing  irti 
telligence  from  St.  Jago,  of  an  iosurreciton  among 
the  blacks  of  that  place— the  Governor  at  the  bead  of 
all  the  troops  stationed  there,  had  marched  against 
the  insurrectionists,  and  in  an  attack  whlchi  took 
place  in  the  vicinity  of  St.  Jago,  a  very  great  number 
of  the  blacks  were.killed,  estimated  from  8000  to  4000i 
This  victory,  it  was  supposed,  would  Completely  qilell 
all  disturbances.  The  city  of  St.  Jago  had  ^cn  left 
by  the  Governor  under  the  care  of  the  citizens.

AFRICAN  EXPEDITION  OF  LANDER — THE  DISCOVERlf 
OF  THE  COURSE  OF  THE  NIGER — AND  THE  RECOVE¬ 
RY  or  THE  LONG-SOUGHT  MANUSCRIPTS  OF  MUNGO 
PARK. 

The  English  ship  Carnarvon,  which  arrived  at  Rio 
Janeiro  early  in  April,  from  Fernando  Po,  an  island 
in  the  mouth  of  the  river  Camerones,  in  the  Gulf  of 
Guinea,  brought  as  passengers  Richard  Lauder,  the 
well  known  companion  of  Clappertun,  and  his  brother 
John  Lander.  These  young  men  have  been  absent  17 
months  in  the  employ  of  the  British  government,  in 
prosecuting  the  search  after  the  course  of  the  Niger. 
Having  reached  the  point  (mentioned  in  Clappcrton’s 
book,)  where  Park  was  murdered,  they  succeeded  in 
recovering  his  books,  letters,  manuscripts,  and  a  dou¬ 
ble  barreled  gun,  which  was  his  property. 

Being  obliged  to  abandon  their  design  of  proceeding 
to  Timbuctoo,  from  which  they  were  scarcely  fifteen 
days  journey,  for  want  of  presents  to  bestow,  without 
which  there  is  neither  found  protection  nor  assistance 
from  the  authorities  of  the  country,  they  in  conse¬ 
quence  re-embarked  at  the  place  where  Mungo  Park 
lost  his  life,  and  following  the  current  of  the  river 
which  runs  at  the  rate  of  four  miles  an  hour,  they  as¬ 
certained  that  the  Niger,  before  it  divides  itself  into 
various  branches,  is  ten  miles  wide.  They  then  re 
solved  to  proceed  by  one  of  the  most  considerable  of 
the  branches  wliicii  flowed  rapidly  to  the  west.  As 
they  approached  the  coast,  they  were  taken  prisoners 
by  the  negroes  who  inhabit  the  banks  of  tlie  river, 
and  were  again  obliged  to  embark,  to  be  conducted 
to  the  presence  of  their  king,  who  lived  at  a  great 
distance.  They  were  plundered  and  treated  as  slaves, 
and  were  threatened  to  be  sold  and  sent  into  the  inte¬ 
rior.  They  succeeded,  however,  after  great  difficul 
ty  in  persuading  the  chiefs  by  promises  of  a  great  re¬ 
ward,  as  well  for  their  persons  as  for  the  proMiiy  they 
still  possessed,  to  send  them  to  the  coast  of  Guinea. 

Having  a^in  embarked,  they  at  length  arrived  at 
the  Bay  of  Benin,  where  the  Europeans  gave  them 
every  assistance  they  required. 

These  travellers  affirm,  that  the  river  Nonn,  which 
discharges  itself  into  the  Bay  of  Benin,  is  the  most 
considerable  branch  of  the  Niger  :  and  that  the  oth¬ 
ers,  like  the  Calabar,  also  flow  to  the  ocean.  They 
also  stated,  that  their  guides  told  them  that  the  city 
of  Timbuctoo  is  not  situated  on  the  Niger  ;  but  dis¬ 
tant  from  it  12  leagues  to  the  north.  They  admired 
the  beauty  and  fertility  of  the  country  through  which 
they  passed,  the  extent  of  which  is  calculated  to  be 
l8tX)  miles.  The  inhabitanU  of  the  interior  are  Ma¬ 
hometans,  and  are  much  more  tractable  and  civilized 
than  the  negroes  who  inhabit  the  coast. 

They  tooK  passage  on  the  6th  April,  in  the  British 
transport  William  Harris,  for  Portsmouth,  Eng. 

The  public  will  expect  with  g^at  anxiety  the  nar¬ 
rative  of  these  adventurous  travellers.  They  have 
solved  a  problem  which  has  deeply  interested  the  sci¬ 
entific  world,  and  they  cannot  fail  to  meet  with  an 
appropriate  recompense  for  their  toils  and  discoveries.

DR.  SxNYDER’S  NARRATIVE. 

When  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you  some 
time  since,  I  promised  you  an  account  of  the  reg¬ 
ulations  of  the  Catholic  College,  at  Georgetown, 
District  of  Columbia,  as  they  existed  when  I  was 
there  ia  1814 — 15,  and  also  of  some  of  the  doc- 
trines  and  practices  of  the  Jesuits,  under  whose 
superintendence  the  college  was,  and  I  suppose 
still  is.  In  so  doing,  I  beg  to  be  understo^,  as 
having  a  higher  object  in  view,  than  that  of  gra¬ 
tifying  curiosity  merely,  or  of  wounding,  unne¬ 
cessarily,  the  feeling  of  those  whose  principles 
and  practices  I  condemn.  , 

1.  One  of  the  college  rules  required  the  parent 
or  guardian,  who  sent  children,  to  agree  that  his 
children  should  be  compelled  to  obey  all  the  regu¬ 
lations  of  the  college.  This  was  and  I  suppose 
yet  is,  a  sine,  qua  non  at  this  college  ;  and  I  pre¬ 
sume  it  could  be  ascertained  to  be  a  fact,  in  regard 
to  every  other  Catholic  college  or  seminary  in 
this  country.  The  parent  is  informed  that  this 
requisition  is  indispensable  to  the  maintenance  of 
peace  and  subordination,  and  the  advancement  of 
bis  children  in  their  studut.  This  appears  quite 
reasonable  ;  the  bait  is  swallowed  ;  and  the  little 
children  hear  from  the  lips  of  their  unsuspecting 
parents,  that  they  “  must  be  attentive  and  obedient 
to  what  their  teachers  say  and  thus  feeling 
themselves  bound,  they  go  like  lambs,  daily,  thro* 
the  routine  of  superstition  prescribed  for  them, 
however  repugnant  they  may  be  to  their  wishes, 
or  previous  instructions  in  religion.  If  they  would 
complain  to  their  friends,  they  dare  not — cannot. 

2.  Another  rule  of  the  college,  made  it  the  duty 
of  the  clerk,  and  he  faithfully  executed  it,  to  in¬ 
spect,  seal  up,  and  put  into  the  office  such  letters  only 
as  were  compatible  with  the  wishes  and  views  cf  the. 
Catholics  ;  and,  also,  to  open  and  read  every  letter 
sent  to  the  children  ;  and  to  withhold  from  them  such 
as  might  have  a  tendency  to  confirm  them  in  their  Pro- 
teslant  views,  or  convince  them  of  the  errors  of  Popery  I 
I  am  aware  of  the  crime  of  bearing  “  false  wit¬ 
ness,”  and  of  being  liable  to  a  heavy  fine,  besides 
eternal  disgrace,  if  my  witness  here  was  not  true. 
But  there  are  too  many  living  witnesses  of  these 
statements,  for  me  to  fear  that  “  the  teeth  of  the 
law,”  will  ever  “  rankle  in”  my  “  flesh.” 

In  consequence  of  the  above  mentioned  prac¬ 
tice  of  the  priests,  or  their  agent,  Mr.  M‘Elroy, 
now  priest  at  Frederick,  Md.  which  amounts  to 
the  same,  I  did  not  hear  of  the  death  of  my  poor 
father  until  some  days  after,  the  letter  announcing 
it,  had  arrived.  And  then  the  letter  was  not  giv- 
en  me,  as  it  contained  the  information  that  I  was 
to  return  home  during  the  vacation  in  the  sue- 
ceeding  August :  but  the  prefect  of  the  college 
communicated  the  painful  intelligence,  and  afler 
having  tried  to  prepare  the  way  for  it  by  much 
exhortation,  added,  that  I  “  ought  rather  to  rejoice 
than  weep,  as  the  principal  obstacle  to  my  becom¬ 
ing  a  priest  was  now  removed  /”  By  this  time  I  had 
become  a  Catholic,  and  it  was  known  that  my  fa¬ 
ther,  who  was  a  Protestant,  did  not  send  me  to 
college  to  make  a  priest  of  me.  What  will  hon¬ 
orable  Catholics,  and  there  are  many  such  who 
are  not  priest-ridden,  say  to  such  rules  and  such 
conduct  ?  Will  any  of  them  who  have  read  the 
New  Testament  say,  that  the  religion  of  Jesus 
vras  ever  propagated  in  this  way  by  him  or  his 
holy  Apostles  ? 

3.  By  another  regulation  of  the  college,  no 
child  was  to  be  admitted  over  13  or  14  years  of 
age.  At  least,  so  they  informed  my  father.  But 
I  suspect  that  rule  was  intended  to  exclude  only 
the  children  of  Protestants  over  the  specific  age, 
as  there  were  a  number  of  young  men,  the  sons 
of  Catholics,  of  18  and  20  years  of  age.  A  two¬ 
fold  object  would  be  secured  by  this  regulation, 
the  twig  is  easier  bent  than  the  tree,  and  this  last, 
if  well  cultivated,  might  exert  a  pernicious  influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  former. 

4.  A  fourth  rule  made  it  the  duty  of  the  prefect 
to  accompany,  or  send  a  teacher  to  superintend 
the  conduct  of  every  student  who  might  be  allow¬ 
ed  to  go  outside  the  college  inclosure.  No  stu¬ 
dent  could  transcend  this  precinct  without  certain 
detection,  and  tremendous  punishment,  if  not 
specially  permitted. 

5.  The  last  rule  of  consequence  that  occurs  to 
my  mind,  made  it  the  duty  of  the  clerk,  or  au¬ 
thorizing  him  to  charge  the  parents  or  guardians 
of  the  children,  with  a  certain  sum  of  money  week¬ 
ly,  as  pocket  money.  Over  this  money,  and  the 
children  were  allowed  no  other,  the  Catholics  had 
complete  control,  and  gave  to  these  dear  children 
ginger  bread  for  it  *,  or  Catholic  books,  pictures, 


crucifixes,  beads  dtc.  dtc.  if  preferred.  That 
children  will  prefer  these  last  any  one  may  be  con¬ 
vinced,  if  he  wish  to  try  an  experiment,  by  send¬ 
ing  his  child  to  a  catholic  school  fur  one  year.  It 
is  impossible  for  any  one,  who  has  not  been  an 
eye  witness,  to  form  any  conception  of  the  tact 
with  which  a  priest  will  often  disarm  prejudice, 
and  seeure  at  once  the  esteem  and  love,  even  of 
his  most  violent  opponent.  I  assure  you  that  they 
do  not  appear  before  those  whom  they  wish  to 
conciliate  or  proselyte  with  “  seven  heads  and  ten 
horns.**  More  fascinating,  amiable  men  in  de¬ 
portment,  except  you  impugn  their  doctrines  or 
church,  than  are  some  of  them,  I  never  beheld. 

Mr.  Grassi,  an  Italian  gentleman  of  great  learn- 
idg  was  the  President,  and  Mr.  Gobert,  a  French¬ 
man,  was  the  Prefect  of  this  college.  Attached 
to  it,  there  were  some  six  or  eight  teachers. — 
Within  the  college  inclosure  stands  a  large  edi¬ 
fice,  for  the  accommodation  of  priests,  bishops, 
and  “  novices,”  or  students  of  catholic  divinity. 
Under  the  observation  of  these,  and  having  their 
example  before  them,  the  children  daily  lived. 
And,  I  will  add,  a  people  more  devoted  and  faith¬ 
ful  to  what  they  believe  to  be  their  duty,  or  more 
humble  and  meek  in  appearance,  never  lived. 
These  operated  powerfully  upon  my  mind,  and 
have  often  led  unwary  protestants  to  disbelieve, 
or  at  least  to  extenuate,  their  sins  of  “  teaching  for 
doctrines  the  commandments  of  men,”  notwith¬ 
standing  they  “  do  make  the  word  of  God  of  none 
efiect”  by  it,  and  “  worship  him  in  vain.” 

Under  the  superintendence  of  the  above  nam- 
ed  gentleman,  the  routine  of  secular  and  religious 
duties  were  daily  performed,  excepting  Sundays, 
and  such  other  days  as  required  additional  reli¬ 
gious  ceremonies  in  honor  of  such  saints  as  had 
signalized  themselves  in  promoting  the  glory  of 
the  Catholic  Church. 

At  5  o’clock,  A.  M.  winter  and  summer,  the 
students  of  the  College,  in  number  obout  110, 
were  required  to  rise,  and  within  fifteen  minutes 
afterwards,  all  were  obliged  to  march,  when  the 
word  or  sign  ^as  given  by  the  Prefect,  in  regular 
gradation  and  in  perfect  silence  to  the  chapel. 
This  room  of  worship  was  in  the  college,  and 
here,  the  first  fifteen  minutes  after  entering,  were 
occupied  by  the  boys  and  prefect  in  “  saying 
beads”  upon  their  knees,  or  repeating  the  Litany 
of  the  Virgin  Mary.  When  this  saint  worship  was 
over,  the  priest  came  in  to  celebrate  the  mass. 
The  celebration  of  the  mass  occupies  half  an  hour, 
during  nearly  all  of  which  time  we  had  to  kneel. 
This  brings  us  to  6  o’clock,  at  which  hour  the  stu¬ 
dents  went  into  the  “  study  room”  to  prepare  for 
recitation  after  breakfast. 

To  our  meals  we  had  also  to  march  in  silence, 
and  to  make  known  our  wishes  by  signs,  unless 
we  had  permission  from  the  prefect  to  speak. 
Immediately  after  dinner,  we  were  marched  again 
to  the  chapel,  where  we  spent  fifteen  minutes 
more  imploring  the  Virgin  Mary,  upon  our  knees, 
to  pray  for  us.  Just  before  bed  time,  we  were 
again  marched  to  the  chapel  to  implore  her  inter¬ 
cession,  and  protection,  again.  Thus  we  without 
exception,  spent  daily,  unless  some  inexorable 
saint’s  day  required  more,  one  hour  and  a  quarter 
mostly  upon  our  knees  in  the  chapel. 

Just  before  Easter,  every  year,  the  Catholic 
church  requires  every  one  of  its  members  to  go 
to  confession,  and  I  think,  to  communion.  A  hea- 
vy  penance  or  penalty  ie  inc<»rred,  if  it  ie  not  at¬ 
tended  to ;  white  they  regard  as  venial  Sins,  such 
things  as  idleness,  gambling,  horse  racing,  cock 
fighting,  malevolence,  and  bad  words.  Ate.  Upon 
reflection,  however,  I  do  not  think  that  horse  ra¬ 
cing  is  considered  a  sin  by  the  Catholics,  as  the 
students  were  taken  to  the  race  ground  near 
Washington  by  the  prefect  and  teachers  of  the 
college,  several  times  when  I  was  there.  And, 
indeed,  I  do  not  see  how  they  can  consistently 
condemn  it,  as  the  teachers  and  boys  play  ball 
and  nine  pins  every  Sabbath  afternoon  unless  pre¬ 
vented  by  the  weather.  And  farther,  it  is  known 
that  in  Catholic  countries,  and  even  New  Orleans, 
the  Catholics  dance  away  the  holy  Sabbath  even¬ 
ing,  without  any  compunction  of  conscience,  or 
reproof  from  their  priests.  And  yet,  notwithstan- 
ding  they  make  the  way  to  heaven  almost  as 
broad  and  easy  as  the  way  to  hell,  they  call  their 
church  the  only  “  holy  church.”  Is  this  doing 
them  injustice  ?  How  much  easier  and  broader 
would  any  man  ask  it  thai^to  refrain  from  mur¬ 
der,  adultery,  and  such  beastly  sins  ?  to  believe 
in  the  Catholic  church,  and  to  go  to  confession 
and  communion  once  a  year  ;  with  the  privilege 
of  playing  cards,  dancing  every  day,  attending 
races,  bull  baits,  cock  fighting.  Ate.  &c.  ?  I  would 
like  here  to  dwell  upon  some  of  our  Saviour’s  say¬ 
ings,  such  as,  “  Be  not  ye  conformed  to  this 
world  ;  but  be  ye  transformed,  for  whosoever  is  a 
friend  to  this  world,  its  principles  and  licentious 
practices,  is  the  enemy  of  God.  Crucify  the  flesh 
with  the  lust  thereof.  He  that  will  not  deny  him¬ 
self  and  take  up  his  cross,  cannot  be  my  disciple. 
If  any  man  have  not  the  spirit  of  Christ  he  is  none 
of  his,”  Ate. 

About  Easter  then,  the  prefect  went  round 
among  the  students  who  were  assembled  in  the 
study  room,  to  ascertain  whether  all,  who  were 
Catholics,  had  obeyed  this  mandate  of  the  church. 
In  his  examinations  he  found  a  delinquent,  named 
Jamison,  a  lame  young  man,  from  Charles  or  Ma¬ 
ry’s  county,  Maryland.  As  this  young  man  seem- 
ed  averse  to  it’,  and  did  not  rise  quickly  to  go 
to  confession,  the  prefect  struck  him  with  his  hand 
or  the  ferrule  in  his  hand,  I  am  not  certain  which, 
he  being  between  me  and  the  young  man  at  the 
time,  and  compelled  him  to  go. 

You  know,  perhaps,  that  the  priests  rub  ashes 
in  the  form  of  a  cross  upon  the  foreheads  of  those 
under  their  control,  eve^  Ash- Wednesday,  and 
pronounce  some  words  simultaneously  over  them 
as  they  kneel  before  them.  This  day  and  its 
ceremonies  occurred  not  long  after  I  entered  the 
college,  and  before  I  became  a  Catholic.  Being 
marched  into  the  chapel  with  the  children,  I 
thought  I  would  only  be  a  spectator.  But  I  had 
not  been  long  in  my  place  before  one  of  the  teach¬ 
ers,  Mr.  Roling,  the  prefect  was  absent  at  this 
time,  came  to  me  and  gave  me  a  pull  to  go  up  and 
kneel  before  the  altar  with  the  boys,  and  have 
the  ashes  rubbed  on  my  forehead.  It  was  a  cere¬ 
mony  not  understood  by  me,  and  my  conscience 
would  not  allow  me  to  go,  until  Mr.  Roling  return¬ 
ed  the  second  time  and  would  not  let  me  oflT. 

Upon  entering,  or  crossing  the  aisle  of  a  chapel 
which  fronts  the  altar,  or  "  tobemacle,”  in  which 
the  host  is  kept.  Catholics  always  make  the  geisu. 
flection.  As  nothing  but  an  altar  with  candlesticks 
and  a  cross  and  image  upon  it  were  visible,  I  did 


not  bow  down  at  first  willingly,  as  the  other  chil¬ 
dren  did,  who  had  been  longer  drilled,  or  who  be¬ 
came  proselytes.  I  never  failed  however  to  rO‘< 
ceive  either  a  severe  reprimand  or  ultimately  to 
be  compelled  at  such  times. 

It  is  worth  observing  that  what'appears  to  be 
candies  generally  are  tin  tubes  painted.  Into 
these  eandles  are  put,  and  under  them  wire  were 
coiled  spirally.  'Fho  wick  comes  out  at  the  top 
through  a  small  opening  and  as  the  candle  bums, 
the  wire  keeps  it  up.  So  that  after  gazing  for 
hours  upon  the  supposed  candle,  a  superstitious 
person  might  suppose  that  a  miracle  alone  could 
thus  preserve  it. 

The  prefect  was  indefatigable  in  his  exertions 
to  implant  a  love  of  the  Catholic  church  in  the 
hearts  of  the  children  ;  with  an  eagle  eye  he  ob- 
served  unremittingly  the  conduct  of  the  students. 
By  day  he  was  the  most  locomotive  being  I  ever 
saw.  He  would  go  from  boy  to  boy  ;  have  some¬ 
thing  to  say  to  all  ;  observe  their  countenances, 
and  almost  intuitively,  read  the  prejudices  and 
emotions  of  their  souls,  and  then  conduct  himself 
accordingly.  By  night,  his  footsteps  were  heard 
in  the  dormitories  often,  and  long  after  no  boy 
was  allowed  to  speak  to  his  fellow.  Sometimes 
the  President  would  stoop  to  the  boys,  and  con¬ 
verse  with  them  concerning  some  points  of  catho¬ 
lic  doctrine,  or  practices ;  and  my  confessor,  Mr. 
Wallace,  delivered  lectures  upon  the  Catholic  di- 
vinity^L-which  all  were  obliged  to  attend.  All 
this  af^ared  consistent  to  me.  For  I  would  say 
to  myself,  “  what  less  could  I  expect  of  compas¬ 
sionate  men,  who  believe  that  I  will  be  damned, 
if  I  remain  out  of  the  pale  of  their  church  !”  It 
had  its  efiect ;  and  as  I  was  unable  to  see  through 
the  sophistry  of  the  catholics,  I  soon  became  so 
satisfied  of  their  constituting  the  only  true  church, 
that  I  could  not  be  persuaded  of  my  mistake  un¬ 
til  1821.  My  eyes  were  then  opened  by  ascertain¬ 
ing  that  the  doctrine  of  transubstantiation  was  not 
believed  by  the  Catholics  themselves  as  a  body  until  the 
twelfth  century.  One  fact  with  me,  was  always 
worth  a  thousand  theories,  or  assertions.  And 
this  fact  knocked  infallibly  in  the  head  in  my 
opinion,  and  induced  me  to  believe  that  they  who 
taught  me  one  mistake  of  such  a  nature  must  he 
“  blind  guides,”  and  that  if  I  did  not  take  care 
we  migh^t  all  “  fall  into  the  ditch”  together.  To 
my  Bible,  then,  I  have  endeavored  since  to  look, 
as  my  only  sure  guide,  remembering  that  “  every 
one  of  must  give  an  account  of  himself  to 
Christ.” 

After  I  had  been  baptized  with  great  pomp  and 
parade  by  the  priests  at  the  college,  and  had 
evinced  much  devotedness  to  their  precepts,  they 
made  me  one  of  their  sacristans.  It  is  the  duty 
of  these  servants  of  the  church  to  keep  the  cha¬ 
pel  in  order  ;  to  prepare  every  thing  for  the  cere¬ 
monies,  and  to  assist  the  priests  in  dressing  for 
them.  Whilst  I  was  in  the  sacristy  one  day,  whi¬ 
ther  I  had  gone  for  meditation,  I  took  a  Bible 
from  over  the  door  of  that  place,  and  having  laid 
it  upon  the  chest  of  drawers  containing  the  priest’s 
ceremonial  dresses,  I  commenced  reading  iL 
W-hilst  engaged  in  this  employment,  the  vigilant, 
eagle-eyed  prefect  came  in,  and  when  he  discov¬ 
ered  that  it  was  the  Bible  laying  before  me,  he 
exclaimed  in  a  very  menacing  manner — “  what 
are  you  doing — you  must  not  read  dis — it  is  for 
de  priest,”  and  then  pushed  me  out.  I  thought 
all  thi<»  very  strange,  as  the  Bible  no  where  uses 
sucb  )i[V(piag4  :  but  on  the  contrary  assures  us 
that  “  the  Bereans  were  more  noble  than  they  of 
Thessalonica,  in  that  they  searched  the  Scrip, 
tures,  Acc. — “  therefore  many  believed.” 

I  do  not  wish  you  to  infer  from  the  conduct  of 
the  prefect  that  the  catholics  generally  in  this 
country  arc  not  permitted  to  have  biblcs  in  their 
families.  They  do  have  them  as  translated  by 
the  Priests,  accompanied  with  their  notes.  But 
even  in  this  form,  the  reading  of  them  is  less  en¬ 
couraged  than  the  reading  of  their  “  pious  guide  : 
man’s  only  affair,”  Aic.,  from  which  I  shall  pre¬ 
sently  make  some  quotations. 

Whilst  in  the  sacristy  another  time  with  my 
brother  sacristan,  John  Smith  :  and  whilst  enga¬ 
ged  there  preparing  for  some  unusual  ceremony, 
1  discovered  in  one  of  the  chapel  vessels,  a  small 
piece  of  wafer,  which  we  feared  might  have  been 
consecrated  ;  and  if  so,  there  was  great  danger  of 
the  “  soul,  body,  blood  and  divinity  of  the  Lord 
Jesu*  Christ,”  which  were  wonderfully  concealed 
in  it,  beifig  lost,  or  trampled  literally  under  our 
feet.  Poor  John,  who  I  believe  is  now  dead, 
trembled  when  I  showed  it  to  him  ;  and,  after  a 
moment’s  pause,  posted  off  to  the  priest’s  build, 
ing,  for  old  father  Kohiman.  He  came  ;  and  after 
much  bowing  and  kneeling,  and  talking  before  it, 
us  are  common  in  mass,  he  took  it  and  swallowed 
it.  A  certain  heathen  philosopher  once  observed 
that  “  These  Catholics  are  the  most  impious  peo- 
pie  he  ever  saw  ;  for,”  continued  he,  “  they  will 
convert  a  piece  of  bread  into  God  and  then  eat 
him.”  [To  be  continued.]

kino  GEORGE  COUNTY,  VIRGINIA. 

Mr.  Editor  : — If  you  will  give  a  place  to  the 
following  communication,  I  am  sure  that  it  will 
rejoice  the  hearts  of  many,  and  perhaps  stimulate 
others  to  labor  for  the  cause  of  Christ.  You  have 
known  the  state  of  our  Zion  in  lower  Virginia. 
You  l^«ve  seen  our  ruined  temples,  and  desecra- 
ted  aharsl  And  from  your  eyes  perhaps  has  fall¬ 
en  the  tear  of  unfeigned  sorrow,  in  the  view  of 
spiritual  desolations. 

There  were  few  counties  which  presented  a 
more  discouraging  aspect  to  the  Christian,  than 
King  George  county  a  few  years  since.  It  had 
been  entirely  destitute  many  years,  when  the  la- 
mented  Andrus  went  there.  He  was  not  enabled 
at  first  to  devote  all  his  time  to  the -church.  He 
sowed  the  seed,  however,  gathered  around  him  a 
little  flock,  and  then  departed  ii>r  the  inhospitable 
shores  of  Africa,  where  he  fell  a  victim  to  disease. 
He  was  succeeded  by*^  a  clergyman  of  the  most 
amiable  manners,  and  the  most  unobtrusive  piety. 
But  bodily  infirmity  prevented  that  activity  so 
necessary  in  such  a  country,  and  amongst  a  peo- 
pie  so  long  unused  to  the  services  of  the  church. 
He  removed  to  a  neighboring  county,  and  was 
succeeded  by  another  who  was  received  by  the 
people  with  the  most  untiring  hospitality.  During 
his  residence  among  them,  one  of  the  old  churches 
was  ^paired,  and  at  the  petition  of  the  people, 
the  legislature  repealed  an  act  which  had  deprived 
Sti  Paul’s  Parish  of  its  church  edifice.  He  was 
soon  after  induced  to  leave  them,  and  the  hand 
of  a  good  Providence  immediately  brought  to  them 
another,  exceedingly  well  calculated  for  usej^- 


ness  in  this  field.  The  work  of  repairing  the 
church  was  commenced,  and  last  Sunday,  (May 
15)  we  witnessed  its  happy  consummation.  The 
edifice  once  desecrated,  was  solemnly  consecra- 
ted  to  the  worship  of  God,  by  the  venerable  Bishop 
Moore,  assisted  by  five  of  the  clergy.  The  reli¬ 
gious  services  were  commenced  on  Saturday 
morning.  In  the  evening,  22  were  confirmed. — 

It  was  the  first  time  the  rite  had  ever  been  per- 
formed  there.  On  Sunday  morning,  the  worship 
was  introduced  by  the  clear  and  plaintive  tones 
of  the  Bishop’s  voice  as  he  stood  in  the  vestibule, 
with  the  clergy  and  vestry-men  following.  Never 
can  I  forget  ray  sensations  as  the  words  fell  upon 
my  ear,  “  The  earth  is  the  Lord’s,  and  all  that 
therein  is,  the  compass  of  the  world  and  they  that 
dwell  therein.”  There  was  a  rustling  noise  in 
the  large  congregation  which  had  assembled,  as 
the  Bishop  uttered  these  words.  It  subsided  soon, 
and  the  influence  of  the  inimitable  Psalm  appoint-  ]f 
ed  for  the  occasion  must  have  been  felt  in  every' 
bosom.  'When  the  clergy  had  responded  to  the 
first  sentence,  the  voice  of  the  Bishop  was  again 
heard,  “  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the 
Lord,  and  who  shall  rise  up  in  his  holy  place.” 
The  services  of  the  morning  were  afterwards  of 
the  most  solemn  character.  The  whole  congre¬

witnessed  the  administration  of  the  hofy 
communion,  in  which  sixty-two  persons  partici¬ 
pated.  The  services  were  not  closed  until  late 
on  Monday. 

The  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Z.  Gold, 
smith,  may  be  congratulated  on  having  the  most 
agreeable  country  church  in  Virginia.  It  was 
once  in  the  form  of  a  cross.  But  a  partition  is 
now  run  up  within,  which  cuts  off  one  of  the  wings 
and  leaves  the  church  in  the  shape  of  a  T.  The 
Rector  occupies  the  wing,  which  is  closed  and 
fitted  up,  for  his  residence.  It  contains  three 
very  comfortable  rooms.  A  door  opens  out  of 
the  lowest  into  the  church,  immediately  on  the 
left  of  the  altar.  The  hangings  of  the  reading 
desk  and  pulpit  are  very  full,  of  the  richest  crim- 
son  velvet,  ornamented  with  gold  lace,  and  the 
pews  are  of  the  most  durable  material,  and  of 
superior  workmanship.  The  present  Rector  has 
labored  with  the  most  unwearied  diligence,  and 
has  been  sustained  throughout  by  the  aflectionate 
and  persevering  exertions  of  several  of  the  most 
respectable  laymen  in  the  county. 

Now  I  am  sure  that  the  same  happy  results  will 
follow  diligent  and  prayerful  exertion  in  every 
place.  Let  the  church  be  fairly  exhibited,  and 
the  people  will  rally  around  her,  and  love  her  and 
sustain  her.

THE  DIGNITY  AND  LOVELINESS  OF  RELIGION. 

How  lovely,  how  honorable  is  the  service  of 
God !  How  full  of  dignity  and  beauty,  the  cause 
of  Religion  !  To  be  obedient  even  in  the  affairs 
of  this  world,  to  the  wise  and  the  good,  is  justly 
esteemed  a  source  of  pleasure  and  of  praisel 
Yet,  what  comparison  is  there,  between  the  na¬ 
ture,  and  the  importance  of  the  duty,  which  bound 
their  followers  to  Alfred,  Gustavus  or  Washing, 
ton,  and  those  which  constitute  the  relation  be- 
tween  God  and  Man!  We  contemplate  with  de¬ 
light,  the  capse  of  ancient  Freedom  in  Greece 
and  Rome.  W’e  behold  with  a  feeling  more 
lofty',  pure  and  rational,  the  nobler  cause  of  Bri¬ 
tish  freedom.  We  dwell  with  an  admiration,  still 
more  grateful  and  virtuous,  with  an  awe  more  sa¬ 
cred  and  elevated,  on  the  cause  of  American 
freedom,  more  dignified  and  momentous,  than 
aught,  which  the  Patriot  of  Ancient  or  Modern 
Europe  can  boast.  And  yet,  what  comparison 
can  exist,  between  the  perishable  cause  of  civil 
and  political  liberty,  and  the  eternal  cause  of  that 
liberty,  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  us  free? 
How  shall  we  liken  our  deliverance  from  the  cap¬ 
tivity  of  war,  or  from  the  slavery  of  civil  and  po- 
litical  institutions,  to  our  deliverance  from  the 
bondage  of  corruption,  into  the  glorious  liberty  of 
the  children  of  God  ?  What  shall  we  say  of  him, 
who  pleads,  or  suffers,  or  dies,  a  patriot  victim, 
when  compared  with  those,  who  plead,  and  suf. 
fer,  and  die,  as  Christian  martyrs?  Our  minds 
are  filled  and  exalted,  in  contemplating  the  great 
subjects  that  involve  the  happiness,  security  and 
improvement  of  nations.  Questions  of  Peace  and 
War,  of  Treaties  and  Confederacy,  of  Revolution 
and  Reform,  of  ordaining  a  Constitution,  “  to 
form  a  more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  in- 
sure  domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for  the  com- 
mon  defence,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and 
secure  the  blessings  of  liberty,”  are  full  of  inter, 
est,  dignity  and  importance.  Yet,  who  would 
attempt  a  parallel  between  them,  and  the  beauty, 
the  grandeur,  the  sanctity  of  the  cause  of  religion  ? 
How  do  they  sink  into  utter  insignificance,  when 
compared  with  the  sublime  and  holy  subjects, 
which  angels  desire  to  look  into — with  the  Being, 
and  Attributes,  and  Works  of  God;  the  Fall  and 
Redemption  of  Man  ;  the  character  and  offices  of 
Angels  ;  the  scheme  of  Patriarchs,  and  Judges, 
and  Kings  ?  of  Prophets  and  Apostles  and  Mar- 
tyrs  ;  the  character  of  the  Church  Universal,  suf- 
fering  on  earth,  triumphant  in  heaven  ;  the  resto- 
ration  of  the  Ancient  People  of  God  ;  the  conver- 
sion  of  the  Gentile  World ;  the  banishment  of  er- 
ror  and  persecution,  of  fraud  and  violence,  of  folly 
and  corruption ;  the  glory  and  beauty  of  the  Mil¬ 
lennial  Church  ;  the  Day  of  Resurrection  and  the 
last  Judgment;  the  new  heaven  and  the  new 
earth  ;  and  that  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal 
weight  of  glory,  which  shall  be  revealed,  in  the 
spirits  of  just  men  made  perfect,  the  inhabitants 
of  the  new 'Jerusalem !
